Terms 



To merchants of approved credit our usual terms are: Thirty days net, or 
two per cent discount from net amount of invoice if payment is made within ten 
days from date of shipment. On a few items special discounts apply. NO DIS- 
COUNT ALLOWED AFTER TEN DAYS. 

Merchants with whom we are not acquainted, or who are not favorably rated 
by the commercial agencies, must furnish us with references and give us time to 
investigate them. To nvoid delays, this should be done when giving us first order 
or inquiry. When references are not supplied, we will ship goods to our order, 
sending sight draft with bill of lading attached through the customer's local bank 
for collection. 

Accounts not paid at maturity are subject to sight draft with exchange and 
cost of collection. 

Remittance should be made in New York. Chicago, Cincinnati or Pittsburg 
exchange. If made by check, cost of collection should be included. 



Claims for Damaged Goods and Shortages 

All shipment^ should be carefully cheeked and examined promptly upon arrival. 
and any claim for damage or shortage reported at once. 

Unle invoice stipulated delivery at destination, we are not responsible for 
damage that occurs to goods while in transit and "damaged when received." Claims 
for damnffo mil st be accompanied by paid freight bill, showing railroad agent's nota- 
tion, "damaged." On claims for shortages the paid freight bill should be marked, 
received short." Damaged material should not be removed from station under a 
lear receipt - this releases the transportation company from responsibility. 



Returned Shipments 

If -hipped as ordered, goods must not be returned without our consent. When 

returned shipment* arc damaged in transit, credit will not be allowed for a greater 
amount than their marketable value when received bv us. 

Returned goods should be accompanied by invoice and bill of lading. 

All orders are entered subject to delays from strikes, accidents and other 
causes bevond our control.

Rules of Measurement 

The following is the basis upon which all quotations for sheet metal building 
materials are made: • 

All iron and steel roofing and siding are sold by the square or square foot. 
Heavy gauge iron or steel is sold by the square or pound, as preferred. 

A square consists of one hundred square feet, calculated by the following rules: 

Corrugated Sheets — Full width and lengths of sheets after being corrugated 



or formed. No allowance for either side or end laps. 

V-Crimped and Imitation Brick — Full length of sheet and actual covering 
width. No allowance for end laps. 

Standing Seam (Pressed Standing Seam or Roll) — Actual covering width 
and full length are calculated, whether the sheets arc connected by end lock and 
shipped in rolls, or separate and shipped in bundh -. No allowance for end laps.

Ride Roll, Ridge Cap. Corrugated Wood Strips, Mouldings, Sittings, etc., are 
not included in prices quoted for roofing and siding, but are sold by the linear foot 
and charged as separate items when furnished.

Mail orders receive our best attention. Acknowledgement of order is made at 
once, upon receipt, and shipment follows as soon as possible.

Care of Metal Roofing 



Painting gives metal roofing increased protection, and when properly applied 
every two or three years, will preserve galvanized steel indefinitely. All our sheet 
metal roofings and sidings are made in accordance with standard practice and the 
quality and method of galvanizing the sheets makes them more permanent than 
is usually secured without painting. This is especially true of Portsmouth Iron 
and Ohio Metal. However, as wearing conditions vary in different localities, it is 
well to paint all galvanized roofings and siding to insure the longest possible 



service.

Painting 

The quality of paint and the method of drying the painted sheets are neces- 
sarily of greatest importance to buyers and users of painted metal roofings and 

sidings of all kinds. 

Good red paint is made by mixing a first-class mineral with pure linseed oil 

and just enough first-class dryer to make the paint harden in about 48 hours. 
Linseed oil gives the paint its lasting quality. It is the most expensive part of the 
paint and neither quantity or quality should be sacrificed. The drying of painted 
sheets should not be forced, either by excessive benzine dryer or steam heat. The 
unnatural forcing of the drying process is sure to result in badly painted material 
which will not last when exposed to the weather. 
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Corrugated Sheets 



Galvanized or painted red, for roofing and siding, made of Open Hearth Steel, 
Portsmouth Iron or Ohio Metal sheets. 

Sheet metal in its strongest form is found in corrugated sheets, as the corru- 
gations stiffen the sheets to the highest possible degree. When applied over light, 
inexpensive framing it makes a cheap, substantial, fire-proof building. They can 
be applied directly to building without first sheathing if desired. 

Regular sizes furnished are 214-inch, 2-inch and 1%-inch corrugations. 

We can also corrugate sheets to match curving machines of culvert manufac- 
turers with 2%-inch corrugations in 10, 11, 12, 13. 14, 15, 16, 18 and 19 gauges. 

The corrugations of these special sheets measure 2% inches from center to 

center of corrugations. 

We can furnish sheets painted either white or graphite. 

All corrugated sheets sold per 100 square feet (called a square) or per hun- 
dred weight with no allowance for laps.
